A Central Sanskrit Institute which was established at Tirupati in 1961 by the Ministry of 
Education, Government of India, in partial fulfilment of the recommendations made by the 
Sanskrit Commission for the preservation and propagation of traditional Sanskrit learning and 
combining it with the modem methods of research, was taken over by the Rashtriya Sanskrit 
Sansthan, an autonomous body established in 1970 by the Ministry of Education and Social 
Welfare, in the year 1971. Taking into consideration its performance and activities over the last 
25 years, the Government of India, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the 
UGC Act. 1956, declared the Kendriya Sanskrit Vidyapeetha', as a deemed university in 1987 
and it has started working as deemed university from Nov. '91. At present Prof. S.B. 
Raghunathacharya, is the Vice Chancellor who assumed the office on 9.5.1994.

There are 20 research scholars .both regular and private who are doing research for 
Vidyavaridhi. The University awarded Vidyavaridhi (Ph.D) for 5 scholars in this academic year, 
while 5 scholars have submitted their thesis. 


FACULTY OF PEDAGOGY 

The Shiksha Sastrl (B,Ed.) and Shiksha Acharya (M.Ed.) courses are beingh con- 
ducted by this faculty. The present strength of students is 182 in Shiksha Sastrl and 8 in 
Shiksha Acharya, respectively. 



It is planned to develop the Faculty of Pedagogy as a Centre for Advanced Studies in 
Education soon with the financial assistance of the Ministry of Human Resource Develop- 
ment. 

OTHER FACULTIES 

Other faculties consist of 128 students, studying Prak-Shastri (Intermediate); Shastri 
(B.A.) and Acharya (M.A.) and the performance of the students in the last annual examina- 
tions had been uniformly good. 

The teaching of Functional Sanskrit has been introduced as a Vocational subject in 
the curriculum of Shastri from this year. 

The Vidyapeetha has awarded 5 Vidyavarldhi (Ph.D.) Degrees during the year to 
different scholars on various subjects like Sahitya, Nyaya, Vyakarana etc., and 5 scholars 
submitted their thesis. 

The students of the Vidyapeetha represent almost the whole of the country. This 
year students belonging to Andhra Pradesh, Tamil Nadu, Karnataka, Kerala, Maharashtra, 
Orissa, Bihar, Rajasthan, Madhya Pradesh, Uttar Pradesh, Jammu & Kashmir and Delhi 
have been admitted.

LIBRARY 

The Vi^apeetha has about 47,681 titles of printed books so far on various Shastras 
and Modem languages and on variety of subjects. The Library subscribes to 1 60 pertodicals 
and magazines of current interest. It has also about 3»000 manuscripts written In Devanagari, 
Grantha, Tamil and Telugu scripts, out of which 92 manuscripts were microfilmed with the 
grant of national Archives of India, New Delhi. The Library building has been named after 



“Mahamahopadhyaya Sri Pattabhirama Sastry Library” in memory of Vidyapeetha’s first Chan- 
cellor who is a scholar of national repute. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The Vidyapeetha has brought 66 critically edited treatises on Veda, Vedanta, Agama, 
Nyaya, Vyakarana, Sahitya and other subjects. These publications Include rare texts of 
Samaveda Brahmanas, Agama Texts, that were appreciated by the scholars in India and 
abroad. In the World Book Fair, 1 996, the sale of the Vidyapeetha pubiciations has topped the 
other Universities. 

This year a new book “Pariskara Pratibham” written by Vacaspathi 
Prof.N.e.V.Narasimhacharya, was released on 24th December, 1995 by the Chancellor, 
Prof. Ramaranjan Mukherjee.Two books “Avayava”, a text on Nyaya of Gangesopadhyaya 
with commentaries of Raghunatha, Gadadhara and Prof.N.S.R.Tatacharya, and “Sankara 
darsana Marma Prakasa” editedty Dr.M.L.Narasimha Murthy are ready for release.

Inter University Cricket Tournament conducted by S.VUniversity this year. 

d) Yoga Classes: As a special feature, Yoga classes were started on 31st January, 1 996 for 
the benefit of the Vidyapeetha students and staff. These classes will conclude by the end 
of March, 1 996.

The U.G.C. has sanctioned Rs.20.00 lakhs for the construction of Ladies Hostel 
building and the construction work is also started.

The quarters has been inaugerated by Prof. Ramaranjan Mukherjee, chancellor, on 3-10-f996. 
The proposal to construct a Ladies Hostel in the Vidyapeetha campus has been approved by the 
ministry/UGC. The Vidyapeetha wiU be in a position to provide Hostel facility to the girl stu- 
dents from the next academic year, 1996-97. The Vidyapeetha has organised institutional plan- 
tation programme under the aegis of T.T. Devasthanams. Nearly 4000 sapplings were planted 
on the Vidyapeetha campus.

REFRESHER COURSES 

The University Grants Commission has recognised this Vidyapeetha as a Centre for 
conducting the Refresher Courses in Sanskrit and out of the funds received from it, the 
Vidyapeetha has conducted the following Courses: 

The I Refresher Course was held in General Sanskrit and Pedagogy from 9th Sep- 
tember, 1995 to 29th September, 1995. The Course was inaugurated by Prof.Y.C.Simhadri, 
Member, U.G.C, and former Vice-Chancellor of Nagarjuna University. Prof.M.NarasImha- 
charya. Member Karya Parishad delivered the Key Note Address. The Valedictory address 
on 29th September, 1995 was given by Prof.S.Lakshmana Murthy, Department of English, 
Kakatiya University, Warangal. Dr.L.N.Bhattaand Dr.K.Hymavathisam were the Co-ordinator 
and Addl. Co-ordinator. 

The II Refresher Course was held in Sahitya from 24th December, 1995 to 13th 
January, 1996. The course was inaugurated by Prof. Ramaranjan Mukherjee, Chancellor, 
R.S.Vidyapeetham and Prof.Lakshmi Tatachar, Director Akademy of Sanskrit Research, 
Melkote, gave the Key Note address. Dr.S.Sudarsana Sarma, Head of Department of Sahitya 
and Dr.M.Sarada, Reader in English were the Co-ordinator and Additional Co-ordinator. 

The III Refresher Course was held in Veda Vedangas and Darsanas from 22nd Janu- 
ary to 10th February, 1996. The course was inaugurated by Prof.C.Ramalah, Dean, School 
of Humanities and Extension Studies, S.V.University, Tirupati. Dr.S.Satyanarayana Murthy, 
Head of the Department of Vyakarana was the Co-ordinator and Dr.P.S.Hebbar, Reader and 
Head of the Department of Advaita was the Additional Co-ordinator. 

All the courses were presided over by Prof.S.B.Raghunathacharya, Vice-Chancel- 
lor, R.S.Vidyapeetha. Scholars from prominent institutions were invited to participate in the 
Courses and the proceedings of the courses were tape-recorded. 

(1) Seminar on Functional Sanskrit 

The University Grants Commission has selected the Vidyapeetha as a National Centre 
for training the teachers of Functional Sanskrit. As a part of it a two day seminar was organised 
inviting the teachers and heads of the departments where Functional Sanskrit has been 
taught. 

The Seminar on Functional Sanskrit was held on 16th and 17th December, 1995. 
The Seminar was inaugurated by Prof.M.Narasimhacharya, Member, Karya Parishad. and 
Prof.V.Kutumba Sastry, Pondicherry, was the Chief Guest. The aim of the Seminar was to 
hold discussions on matters connected with introducing of Vocational courses in various 
subjects Functional Sanskrit of the Vidyapeetha. The Valedictory function was held on 17th 
December, 1995. Prof.S.B.Raghunathacharya, Vice-Chancellor, presided over the Semi- 
nar. 

(2) Workshop on Purva Mimamsa 

For the first time, with the financial assistance of Indian Council of Philosophical Re- 



search, New Delhi, a Workshop on Purva Mimamsa was held from 25th December, 1995 to 
4th January, 1996. Prof.S.B.Raghunathacharya, Vice-Chancellor, was the Director and 
Dr.K.E.Devanathan, Head, Department of Nyaya was the Co-ordinator of the Workshop, 
Prof. Ramaranjan Mukherjee, Chancellor, inaugurated the Workshop. DrAshok Vohra, Mem- 
ber Secretary, ICPR, was the Chief Guest and Prof.Mandan Mishra, former Vice-Chancellor, 
S.LB.S.R.S Vidyapeetha, New Delhi delivered the Key Note address. About forty scholars 
both traditional and modern from different parts of the country participated in the Workshop. 
Among them Prof. Goda Subrahmanya Sastry, Prof. C. Ramaiah and Prof. D. Prahladachar 
presided over the discussions of Anumana, Khyati, Nirvikalpaka ^nd Sabda concepts of 
Prabhakara school respectively. Other scholars had also aired their-vi^ws on many signifi- 
cant theories of Prabhakara Mimamsa. They also highlighted the ^reat contribution of 
Prabhakara to Mimamsa tradition and the theories of his school. Sofme of the important 
works like Prakarana Pancika were taken for an indepth study and analysed the concepts of 
akhyati and triputipratyaksa of Prabhakara School. I am happy to announce that Rashtriya 
Sanskrit Vidyapeetha and Indian Council of Philosophical Research, New Delhi are collabo- 
rating to translate rare texts In Purva Mimamsa into English as a follow-up of the Workshop 
on Purva Mimamsa. 

The concluding session of the Workshop was held on 4th January, 1 996 with Prof. C. 
Ramaiah, Dean, School of Humanities and Extension Studies, Sri Venkateswara University, 
as the Chief Guest and Prof. S.B. Raghunathacharya, Vice-Chancellor, presided over the 
function. Prof. V. Kutumba Sastry, Professor of Sanskrit, Pondicherry University has ren- 
dered English translations of the Lectures of traditional scholars for the benefit of English- 
knowing scholars. Dr. K. E. Govinda, Dr. S. Satyanarayana Murthy and Dr. M.L. Narasimha 
Murthy, Readers of the Vidyapeetha helped the Workshop by acting as leaders for both 
traditional and modem participants. 

RECORDING OF ORAL SHASTRA TRADITION 

In order to preserve the Oral Traditional teaching of various Shastras, a project spon- 
sored by the Ford Foundation of America, has been undertaken by this Vidyapeetha. 

Erudite scholars from different places of India are invited and their lectures in Mimamsa 
and Nyaya subjects were being taperecorded covering so far 306 hours. 

Action has also been taken simultaneously to transcribe the recorded tapes Into ed- 
ited texts so that the same may be printed for reference and preservation for posterity. A 
press copy consisting nearly 10,000 pages has been prepared and kept ready for printing.

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THEORY OF ERROR 


Dr. M. L Narasimha Murthy 
Reader 

Tlie theory of error occupies an important place in Indian philosophy in general and in 
Advaita Vedanta in particular. Sankara discussed this theory at length in the beginning or his 
"Sutra Bhasya". Error arises because of the superimposition of one order of reality on another. 
There are three orders of reality according to Sankara i.e. Paramarthika, Vyavaharika and 
Prathibhasika. If the perceptable belongs to the same reality there will not be any error. On the 
other hand, if the two terms belong to two different orders of reality, we experience error. 
Seeing a snake in a rope, silver in the conchshell; a man* where there is a trunk of a tree, are 
some of the examples. In all these cases, one thing is common i.c. the lower order of reality is 
superimposed on a higher order. Snake perceived in rope belongs to the lower order of reality 
i.c. Prathibhasika where as rope belongs to the higher order of reality i.e. Vyavaharika. But the 
existence of the snake is perecived by only an individual for a brief moment. In other words, it 
can be said that the existence of the snake is closely bound up with its perception by someone. 
It has no existence independently of its perception. It was neither existed before the perception, 
nor after the perception has come to an end. Therefore, it existed only at the moment of percep- 
tion. In the swapna also dream objects belong to the same category i.e. Prathibhasika. We 
cannot dismiss such things as unreal because we perceive them. Unreal thing cannot be per- 
ceived such as sky - lotus, hare's horn etc. Such words have no corresponding objects in the real 
world. Hence Sankara concludes that whatever is perceived must be accepted so for the real. 

The knowledge of the objects which are common to all, which belong to the empirical 
sphere cannot be contradicted. Most of the people do not go beyond this reality, for it is the 
highest reality. But according to. Upanishads, the knowledge of Brahman, the Supreme reality 
contradicts the knowledge of empirical world which is characterised by diversity and change 
the reality of Brahman cannot be contradicted because it is very much the consciouness of one 
who contradicts it. Hence it is impossible to conceive the absence of consciousness at any 
stage. Even the denial of consciousness would affirm the consciousness as the denial also is a 
piece of knowledge. The highest spirit and pure knowledge therefore, is the highest reality 
which does not cease to exist at any time. 

It is clear from the above observation that a lower order of reality is superimposed on a 
higher order (Prathibhasika) or phenomenal order is superimposed on the rope which belongs 
to the empirical order (Vyavaharika). This is called ’adhyasa‘ according to Sankara. The criteria 
for deciding the order is that whichever is contradicted by the other order, is lower order and the

higher order will not be contradicted and remains intact. 

If we apply the same theory to the Brahman and the world, the empirical world is also 
superimposed on Brahman. After attaning the knowledge of Brahman (or Moksha) this empiri- 
cal knowledge suffers contradiction. The ordin^y error can be set right by a little examination 
but not so the metaphysical error such as "Aham, Mama", etc. After acquiring the conscious- 
ness of Brahman, lower order of the reality of the world will be experienced, that is called 
Mithya, This world is superimposed on Brahman, hence it is Mithya. Superimposition or Adhyasa 
is defined by Sankara as the apparent presentation to consciousness, by way of remeberance of 
something previously observed in some other thing, to atetRt:) 

The knowledge which will be contradicted later belongs to a lower order of reality. 
Because of its consciousness in a particular period and in a particular object cannot be dis- 
inissed as unreal and the same consciousness is sublated later it cannot be accepted as totally 
real. Therefore, it is neither real nor unreal. It is Anirvacaniya or Sadasadvilakshana. According 
to Sankara this is Anirvacaniyakhyati. The object which is presented in an illusion is neither real 
nor unreal not even.a mental projection of something external. The object which will bje falsi- 
fied by the knowledge which arises later is called vivarta. This is nothing but an illusory 
perecption. 

Hence the error is something positive and not merely the failure to keep the different 
knowledge distinct which is established by Prabhakara, Sankara also vehementijr rejects 
Prabhakaras view. The snake or silver conch is neither unreal nor a creation of the mind but an 

actual creation for the time being. It is the effect of Avidya. Avidya is the material cause for 
such creation. 

The Advmtic theory of error while explaining the nature of error accommodates all 
other theories and goes beyond all of them. It plays an important role in Advaita metaphysics. 
The term Mithya connotes this idea. 


The world is Mithya or appearance and Brahman is 'satyam' or the reality. According to 
Sankara the world is Mithya, aU that he means is that the world becomes less real when the 
higher knowledge of Brahman has set in. Sankara has not denied the world totally but only 
assign^ a lower ontological status. When the consciousness of the reality or Brahman is at- 
torned by man. the world of diversity mistaking Brahman for the world or Jiva is the error which 
'A • illussion or Avidya. Sankara has established this theory or error as 

examples of snake, silver etc. and concluded that 
ultimate reahty is Brahman, which cannot be contradicted.

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THE STORY OF AN ELEGY

Elegy is o'ne of the literary modes in verse to mourn the death of an individual. It has an 
hoary past which can be traced to the Latin poet, Ovid who used elegiac metre for themes or 
sadness caused by death or exile. The early Greek elegies were mainly merry flute songs or 
love and had often little to do with lamentation. The association of elegy with funeral lament 
may be due to Asian influence. 

As for as English literature is concerned the first elegy is that of Edmund Spenser's 
ASTROPHEL (1595), written to mourn the death or Sir Philip Sidney. But many associate elegy 
with Thomas Gray’s ELEGY WRITTEN IN A COUNTRY CHURCHYARD (1751). One of the 
well known of the later elegies was ADONAIS (1821) written by P. B. Shelley to mourn the 
death of John Keats. The two famous Victorian elegies were Alfred Tennyson’s IN MEMO- 
RIAM (1850) and Mathew Arnold's Thyrsis (1867). 


Another variety of this mode is Pastoral Elegy wherein the poet deals with the shepherd's 
life. The most famous example is that of John Milton's LYCIDAS (1637) wherein the poet 
disguises himself as a shepherd and mourns for the death of his friend. King Edward whom the 
poet imagines as a co-shepherd. 

Coleridge departicularized the definition still further when he stated that the elegy 'is the 
form of poetry natural to the reflective mind'. Thus, elegy has become a mood, or style as well 
as a poem for a specific dead person. 

Thomas Grya's ELEGY WRITTEN IN A COUNTRY CHURCHYARD has become syn- 
onymous for an elegy for various reasons. It doesn't mourn the death of any particular indi- 
vidual but that of unknown rustic folk who are buried unceremoniously. The greatness of this 
elegy lies not in its richness of language, metaphorical expression or imaginative power but in 
conveying universal truths in simple and elegant language. Uie line. The paths of glory lead 
but to the grave’ has become the quotable quote in English language.

Karakas in Panini's in Astadhyayi

The “Astadhyayi” is also called “Astaka” in grammar of Sanskrit. It 
consists of eight chapters (Astadhyaya) which are further subdivided into quarters 
(padas). It contains about 4,000 rules, called sutras. In these rules Panini refers 
to groups of verbs and nominal bases in vairious ways.

“Karaka chapter has top priority in Vyakarana” 

The following page*? deal with Karakas and Karaka rules as recognised by 
Panini. These rules reveal concord and parts of speech. Karakas and Karaka 
rules : Some affixes are introduced on condition that Karakas are to be denoted. 
The notion of Karaka is basic to Panini's derivational system. A Karaka is a thing 
viewed in relation to an action, in the accomplishment of which it plays a given 
role. There are six such Karakas “Apadana” (.A.blative)l, “Sampradana” 
(Dative)2 “Karana” (instrumental case)3 ‘Adhikarana’ (locus ‘Karman’ 
(object) 5 ‘Kartru’ (Agent)^. 

Panini's rules reflect that a participant in an action (a karaka) is assigned 
to a particular Karaka class for the purpose of deriving particular sentences. Karaka 
classification may apply only if a given action is denoted”^ by particular items. 
For example, “Svatantrah Karta” 1.4.54, provides that the Karaka which 
functions independently with respect to other participants in a given action is 
called Kartru agent, “Karturipsitatamam Karma” 1.4.49. classes as Karman 
‘object’ that participant in an action which the Agent “Kartru” most wishes to 
reach “ipsitatama” through the action in question. “Sadhakatamam Karanam” 
1.4.42. assigns to the instrument “Karana” category that Karaka which, more 
than any other participant, in a given action, serves as means Sadhakatama 
for its accomplishment, “Adharodhikaranam” 1.4.45 provides that the Karaka 
which functions as ‘ ‘ Adhara’ ’ relative to an action is called Adhikarana Locus .

1.4.32. “Karmana Yamabhipraiti Sa sampradanam” classes as “Sampradana” 
that Karaka which the agent intends “Abhipraiti” as god through the object 
“Karman” of the action in which he participates Rule “Dhmvamapayepadanam” 
1.4.24 assigns to the category of “Apadana” that Karaka which functions as a 
point of departure (“Dhruvamapaye” ‘stable point of departure) By 
“Krudhadruhershya Suyar thanam Yamprati Kopah” 1.4.37 a participant in 
the actions denoted by ‘Krudh,’ be angry, ‘Druh’ ‘wish harm to’, ‘Irshya’ not 
telerate, ‘ Asuya’ ‘find fault with and their synonyms are classed as Sampradana. 
If he is the one towards whom anger is felt (Yamprati Kopah). “Adhisin Sthasam 
Karma” 1 .4.46 provides that a Karaka which functions substratum of ^in action 
in question is lying, being in a place or being seated as denoted by the particular 
verbs “adhisi” “adhista” “adhyas” respectively. 

The order of the rules serves to provide unique classifications. For 
example, rules “Caturthi Sampradane” 2.3.13. and “Sapthamy adhikarane cha” 
2.3.36. respectively provide that a fourth triplet nominal ending is introduced 
when a Sampradana is to be denoted. The participants towards whom anger is 
felt and. the substratum of an action is uniquely classed as object “Karman” 
instead of sampradana and locus.

The Karaka categories are not an independent product of Panini's 
logical faculty, but simply a reflection of case forms. Panini's grammar had 
semantic component ‘All grammatical relations ate semantic relations in Panini^. 
It is possible, though not completely exact, to say that Panini's definitions of

Karakas are set upon the semantic level. I think the scholars who maintain that 
Panini's Karaka categories are purely semantic in nature hold this view in no 
small part because of a lack of subtlety. 

“Devadattaya rocate vidya” 

“Devadatta likes knowledge” 

The derivation of this sentence requires that Devadatta be assigned to 
the category Sampradana and that knowledge (vidya) be an agent. 

“Devadattam vidya prinayati” 

“Knowledge pleases Devadatta”. 

Semantically, Devadatta is here an object (Karman), which the grammar 
classes as a “Sampradana”, and knowledge is the agent of pleasing. This 
categorization serves as an intermediary between semantics and grammatical 
expressions derived 1 1 by rules of the grammar. 

Once the Karaka categories are established, it is comparitively 
simple to state the distributions of the affixes that depend on the Karaka 
conditions. This appears to be the scheme of Panini's Karaka theory which had a 
real advantage and introduced in a magnificient way 13.
